Subject: SORKING PLAN CF TH2 FDJ IN WESTERN GERMANY 
Nevenber 1950 —~ Kay 1951 


At the end of October vest German FDJ headquarters in [uesselderf 
tranenitted to the Laender of jestern Germany s “Working Plan® which 
eovers the activities of the organization for the entire period from 
Koweuber 1950 to May 1951, the time of the Fid's constitution, the 
FDJ Tarlienent, ite highest representative assembly, normally convenes 
every two yeara, The laat Parliament met in Leipsig at shiteuntide 1949 
and elected the present Central Council (the Central Council directs 
the affairs of the FDJ in the peried between parlinments); the next, 
the organization's Fourth Parliament, is scheduled for “hitauntide 1951. 

The FDJ leadership has evidently decided that this ‘arliament is 
to give a focus for the organization's activities during the coming 
months, as for example the Deutschlendtreffen wes the focal point for 
the organization of sll activities during the early months «f this 
year and the abortive “Rally of the 160,000" schedule for Gctober 1 
wes planned as the clinax of activities in ‘estern Germany during 
the June ~ Septamber period. The Yorking Plan is therefore subtitled 
“Aufgedot. sum 4. Parlament", “eall" or “sumons" to the "rourth 
Parliament", or more freely translated, "plan for the campaign in 
preparation for the Fourth Farliament". The document hes been trans- 
lated and is appended in ite entirety te this brief introduction, 
since 1% conteina valuable and apecifie information on the polans 
of the TOU for the coming months. ‘The plan wes reportedly worked 
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out at a recent mecting of the Central Bureau of the FDU of vestern 
Germany in Duesseldorf, probably the conference reported in the Erp's 
Sosialistischs Volkaseitung on November 9, 1950. This conference was 
again attended by Heine LIPPYARN of the FOJ Central Couneil in Kerlin 
wha eadeubA oily aes tha the work of the Neat Gamma f0S develops:

The desument indicates that the Pid will devote its certicular 
attention in the coming months to (1) a mambership drive and te 
strengthening the orgenization ideologically and atrueturslly (apecific 
instructions are given for training courses and for reviewing the work 
of the various orgenizationsl levels); (2) building up FDJ and “Peace 
Fighter" strength in industric] enterprises (thie is treated with ex- 
eeptional detail); end (3) building up the junior braneh of the FIN, the 
Young Pioneers (the aim: A Pioneer group in every locality where the 
Fbd is orgenized). It is also noteworthy thet the effort tc establish 
"setion aay with other youth elements is to be directed chiefly at the 
Falken, trade-union youth, and cyangelical youth. The plan seems toe con~- 
firm infernation from cther sources (see H & A Ho. 26, dated November 10, 
1950) that the FDU, chastened by the effective action of ‘est German 
authorities in connection with ite planned demonstrations on Ceteber 1, is 
not considering any violent action in the iemediate future but is rather 
Jeoking toward a period of censelidation which will give it an opportunity 
to recover and regroup and to achieve its recruiting sim, to become the
